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Remarks 



By this response, in the Present Application, Claims 1-12, 22-23, 25, 27, 30-35 
and 60 have been cancelled, and originally-submitted Claims 24, 26, 59 and 62 have 
been amended. Previously, Claims 13-21 , 28-29, 37-50, 53-58 and 64-70 were 
withdrawn per a Restriction Requirement As such. Claims 24, 26, 36, 51-52, 59 and 
61-63 remain pending in the Present Application. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner objected to Claim 62 because of a 
typographical informality. 

In response. Applicants have corrected this error. 

Also in the Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claims 1-12, 22-24, 30-35 and 
59 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Rothschild ef a/., U.S. Patent No. 
6.678,703. Further, the Examiner rejected Claim 27 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Rothschild in view of Strawder, U.S. Patent No. 6,282,513. 

In response. Applicants have cancelled the rejected Claims, without prejudice to 
further presentment in a continuation, divisional, continuation-in-part or other derivative 
Application. 

Finally, the Examiner has allowed Claims 36 and 51-52, and has objected to 
Claims 25-26, 60 and 62-63 as being dependent upon rejected base claims, but noted 
that they would be allowable If rewritten in independent form, including all of the 
limitations of the base and any Intervening Claims. 

In response. Applicants have amended the objected Claims. 

Based on the foregoing Amendments and Remari<s, the present Application is 
considered to be in condition for allowance. Such action on the part of the Examiner is 
respectfully requested. If the Examiner feels a telephonic conference would expedite 
the allowance of the present Application, it is suggested the Examiner contact the 
undersigned Attomey.
